One bos of supplies has already been 

sent to headquarters, by tiie Woman's 
department of the local chapter^ of 
the Bed Cross. This box contained 
45 aoits of outing pajamas, 20 surgical 
shirts, 25 pairs of bed socks, 21 sweat- 
ers, 38 paiiB of wristlets and 2 knitted 
wash rags, all of which have been 
made — either sewed or knitted— by a 
very small par csnt , of ths iadiss of 
the community. 

Every body, who can sew or knit at 
all, should be represented in the next 
shipmeiit of supplies, as these articles 
are badly needed; then, too, this is a 
great work— working for our soldier 
boys— and no one can afford to neg- 
lect any opportunity for doing her 
"bit."

He left a will, written by himself, 
which he placed in his mail box in the 
forenoon Saturday, as a passer by saw 
it, that is a paper, in the box at 11 a. 
m., Saturday. He was not seeu about 
his premises in the afternoon Satur 
day, and for that -reason it is iMlieved 
that he ended his life in tbS Sf^er-'' 
noon, same day. 

Not showin«f up Sunday morning, 
his neighbors instituted a search, and 
after some time his body was discov- 
ered hanging from a joice in his wood- 
shed. The alarm was at juce given 
and quite a crowd visited tiie scene. 
Dr. C. M. BnsBsli, who Is ths Ooransr 
of the county, being one of the num- 
ber. After tlie txxiy was lowered an 
inquest was held, ths Tsrdlet of ths 
jury being that the deceased eaas to 
his death by his own hands. 

Ths contents of ths paper, found in 
the mail bcx, was written by himself 
and signed, but not dated. In the 
willhsstatsd ttet bs waatsd Ehno 
Strange tc have his hog and chickens. 
He directed that his iiome be sold and 
evsrythtag slss thst he Mt that 
would bring money, and that the pro- 
ceeds of the sale and what money he 
left bs gitren to soma •rphsa'S home. 
The property left after the sale, he 
directed that he wanted it piled and 
bnmsd, that he did nab want his rsl- 
atives nor his wife's rshtifss, to have 
anything he left. 

Oso. A. Chsstham was bom and 
reared in Cumberland county, but had 
lived where he died for nearly thirty 
ysan. Ha was aaarriod to Miss Abbis 
Vaoghan, of this place, when a young 
man, and he was perfectly devoted to 
her. Shs died in Jobs, 1»17. 

The deceased was an honest man, a 
member of the Christian Church and 
had bssn for MUiy yaais. Ths fu- 
neral services were conducted at the 
home by Eld. Z. T. Williams, many 
friends being pressnt. Aftsr islig- 
ious services the remains were bourne 
to the city cemetery and there de- 
positedbf tbssMsof hisnlfs.

Little Harpe travelled through 
Hopkins county on their way to 
join their wivoa.

B. Under- 
wood, deed., of- BowKng Green, 
for ColUn'a History.) 

The country oa the south side 
of Green river was a wilderness 
with but few scattered settlers. 
The Harpes rode good horses, 
were well dressed in broadcloth 
coats and armed with rifles and 
hostlers and pistols. The wild, 
uninhabited conditions of the 
country waa their apok)gy for 
such equipmrat. They stopped 
for dinner at the hooaa of a set- 
tlor named James Hopkins. 
While resting themselves, and 
enjoying the hospitalitj of Mr. 
Hopkins, the Harpes passed 
themselves as Methodist preach- 
ers, and one of them said a long 
grace at the dinner table. After 
dinner the Harpes resumed their 
journey toward the Ohio river. 
The first cabin passed was that 
of Moses Stigall, tl^n occupied 
b^ his wife aB4 cUld, ho then 
bong fkom hoaio. It is certain 
that on joining their wivoa, they 
loat no time hi packing up and 
leaving. 

They camped for the night a 
few miles from the reaidence of 
Stigall, who owed one of the 
women a dollar. Stigall met 
the party, and told the woman 
to Cdll on his wife, and tell her 
to pay the dollar. He said his 
wife did not know where he 
kept his money and accordingly 
sent proper direetiona. One or 
aUofthewiveo of the Harpes 
went to the hooae of Stigall and 
told his wife what her husband 
had said. She found his purse 
which contained about $40 in sil- 
ver out of which she paid the 
woman the dollar due her. 

The wives told the Harpes 
about the money, and this led to 
the murders which followed. 
During the fdlowing night, the 
Hsrpee left the oamp and went 
to the hooao of Sligyi,> got the 
monoy, mordsaod^ Ua wifa and 
child, and Mr. Lova who waa 
with them, and thsa set the 



house OD fire, and homed die 
bodiee.

from Stigailsi. About daylight 
the Harpea went. to their camp 
and arrested them upon pretense 
that they had commiLted robbery, 
murder and arson at the house 
of Stigall.

News of these murders spread 
through the scattered popula- 
tion with rapidity, a company 
was formed, and tne pursuit of 
these murderers commenced.

But most of our time is spent 
in drilling and other forms of 
training. The smallest unit or 
"ceam" in the army is a squad 
A squad usually consists of eight 
men, one of whom is the leader. 
He is called the "Corporal." 

Within each rank, from the 
.Major ^snerul co private, ft^ry 
man has his individual ruiikruw, 
dap»^ndi'i<r upon ris !pr.;;th of 
service la ihe clliCf. which he 
holds. This ranking injures that 
in every situation somebody > al 
ways has authority and is re* 
sponsible for whatever isl3one. 

Even if two private soldiers 
are working together without 
supervision, the one who has 
bee." longer in service "takes 
charge, and tt;e utuer must obt-y 
his orders. In civilian life there 
is time for argument. You may 
have better idea? than your boss 
about how a certain thing should 
be done and possibly may con- 
vince him and get his original 
order changed. In army life 
Dothinff of that kuid will be per 
mitted. The officers in charge 
always has the foil responsibil- 
ity and whatever order he gives 
must be instantly obeyed. It is 
far better to take action, even 
though the thing may not be 
done in the best possible way. 
than it is to stand and debate. 

Like of immediate action in 
the crisis of a battle might mean 
thai the army would be defeated 
thouMnds of lives lost,and possi- 
bly the honor of the country 
stained. The bogra of Adair 
coontj, who are to enhsk soon, 
will find nothing required of 
them that is beyond the power 
of every day Americans. 

You will see clearly atter you 
have been in the service awhile 
the path which |you are to fol* 
low. Look forward with confi- 
dence. Enter the service with 
firm determination of doing 
your best at all times, of play- 
ing square with your superiors, 
your associates and yourself, 
and of takiaff care always of 
jFonr assigned duties, whatever 
may happen. You will find that 
everyone dae well treat you 
with courtesy and fairness — for 
that is the inflexible rule of the 
army. Out of that rule grows 
the courageship and the lattract- 
iveness, even in the face of all 
dangers and hardships, that are 
characteristic of army life.' 

If this escapes the waste bas- 
ket I will try again.
